" Generally, dismssals without prejudice are not appeal abl e.
Domi no Sugar Corp. v. Sugar Workers Local Union 392, 10 F. 3d 1064,
1066 (4th Gr. 1993). However, a dism ssal w thout prejudice could
be final if no amendnment to the conplaint could cure the defects in
the plaintiff’s case. 1d. at 1066-67. W find that the district
court’s order is a final, appeal able order because the defect in
t he conpl ai nt +ailure to exhaust adm ni strati ve renedi es—had to be
cured by sonmething nore than an anmendnment to the conplaint. [d.
